GRADS CHANCES 
ARE CONSIDERABLY 
BETTER THIS YEAR 

Employment prospects of this 
year’s college graduating classes are 
only a little less favorable than those 
of the 1929 graduates, and substan¬ 
tially better than the 1936 classes 
experienced, according to a recent 
survey by Investors Syndicate, of 
Minneapolis. The conclusions were 
based on the results of questionaires 
returned by leading colleges and uni¬ 
versities. 

Engineering, business administra¬ 
tion. teaching, and general business 
classifications are offering fexnploy- 
ment in greatest volume, according to 
J. R. Ridgeway, president of the syn¬ 
dicate, in announcing the results of 
the study in which 218 schools that 
account for nearly half the total en¬ 
rollment of male and coed institu¬ 
tions participated. Law, journalism, 
and investment banking were near 
the bottom of the list. 

"More than half of the June grad¬ 
uates of 185 institutions replying to 
the questionaire are expected to be 
on payrolls before the end of the 
summer,” said Mr. Ridgeway. One 
hundred and sixty-three schools re¬ 
ported 70 per cent of their graduates 
expecting employment; twenty-eight 
reported 90 per cent; while thirteen 
say that prompt enrollment of 85 per 
cent of their June classes is expected. 

Nearly 30 per cent of the answers 
predicted a 'volume of employment ex¬ 
ceeding that of the peak year of 
1929. One hundred fourteen schools 
said that employment of graduates 
would exceed that of 1936, while 
eighty-nine expressed the opinion 
that the two years would be about 
he same. 

Engineering jobs were in the lead 
in 96 instances, with 83 placing busi¬ 
ness administration in top position 
for employment. Teaching headed 65 
lists, with general business classifi¬ 
cations in fourth place. 

Scholarship was most frequently 
given as the qualification being 
sought by prospective employ era, 51.4 
per cent of the replies ranking this 
first. Personality was given first 
place in 19.7 per cent of the institu¬ 
tions; character, in 5 per cent; cam¬ 
pus popularity, 3:6 per cent; leader¬ 
ship, 2.3 per cent; general ability 1.4 
per cent. 

The leading corporation in each in¬ 
dustry is usually most active in re¬ 
cruiting college graduates, said Mr. 
Ridgeway. He listed General Electric. 
Du -Pont, Procter A Gamble. Westing- 
house. and various American Tele¬ 
phone subsidiaries as leading this 
year. 

In recognition of the changing em¬ 
ployment demands and conditions, 
many colleges are either inaugurat¬ 
ing placement bureaus or expanding 
existing ones, to aid their graduates 
in securing employment after leaving 
school. 

Former Student Now 
Yellowstone Ranger 

James Norman Dent, of Martin, a 
former student at the Junior College, 
was appointed recently as temporary 
ranger in Yellowstone National Park. 
He will leave for the West in the 
early summer, and will continue In 
his position until school opens next 
fall. 

Mr. Dent completed his second 
year’s work at the Junior College last 
year. He is now attending the Univer¬ 
sity at Knoxville.
